Chambers Raps Turner. 

In a statement which he did not siggn,

Atlanta out of $180 in November, 1912. 

“He got that money after he was 
lected city electrician,” Attorney 
‘hambers said, “and has no excuse to 
pfrer for having received it.

Attorney Chambers’ written reply to 
Turner's graft charges are as follows: 

“T have seen the statement of Mr. 
urner in the afternoon papers in 

which he says that he has two ques- 
tions to ask me, and tells what they 
are. 

“As to the first I have answered that 
before ar: investigation made last year 
Dy the general council of the city, 
which body denounced the said Turner, 
by unanimous vote, as a wilful and 
deliberate liar and slanderer. 

He Is Liar and Grafter. 

“ag to the second I will say that it 
is as false as any utterance that ever 
came from the lips or pen of man. 
He knows that it is utterly false and 
that he is a common blackguard and 
liar as well as grafter 

“Tt is true that I went east at my 
own expense last year, with a party 
of gentlemen who also paid their own 
expenses. It is also true that we 
visited many points where street and 
road building was going on. Among 
them were bitulithic, texaco, Ber- 
mudez, California and many other bitu- 
minous and aspheltic materials. Many 
brick, cement, concrete and other 
classes of materials were used. We 
visited Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston, Buffalo, Detroit and 
ether places. We studied conditions 
and did our best to learn something 
that might be of use here. 

“So far as intimating that any one 
in our party received any money from 
anyone connected with any material 
company is concerned, I again state 
emphatically that it is the vilest and 
basest lie, and was wilfully uttered 
by the said Turner Knowing it to be 
false, or at least without any founda- 
tion for it. : 

“T can readily understand that Mr. 
Turner desires to distract attention 
from his own corrupt conduct, and that 
he is endeavoring to bring charges 
against me in order to discredit the 
proofs that will be furnished against 
him. But he need not worry on this 
score. Witnesses and not lawyers will 

rove our case, and his conduct will 

e shown up as it really exists.” 

Had No Dealings Since 1909. 
Captain R. M. Clayton, chief of the 

construction .department, through 
whose office all contracts for the pur- 
chase of material for street paving 
passes, stated Friday that the city of 
Atlanta has had tc dealings with the 
Barber Asphalt company since 1909. 
The last contract made by the city for 
paving material was made with an- 
other company. 

However, the Fulton commissioners 
are using Trinidad Lake asphalt; which 
fe purchased frvm the Barber Asphalt 
company, the concern referred to by 
Turner as the “asphalt trust.” The 
Barber produet is being used only on 
county work. The-city streets are be- 
ing paved with the 
Texaco company. 7 

The county pays about $29.80 a ton 
for the trust preduct. The city gets 
the Texaco material for $21.80 per ton. 

Captajn Clayton opposed the pur- 
ehase of Barber asphait when the 
county suggested its use during the 
early part of the year, declaring that

BRITISH CABINET 
ACTS IN ULSTER 


Forbids the Importation of 
Arms: Into Ireland—Pre- 
mier, However, Accepts 
Demands Made by Carson. 


London, December 5.—The British 
Cabinet, by a royal proclamation’ pro- 
mulgated tonight prohibiting the im- 
portation of arms and ammunition into 
Ireland, for the first time grasped the 
nettle of the revolution in Ulster, 
which it had hitherto ignored, although 
the followers of Sir Edward Carson for 
months have been advertising their 
military preparations in every possi- 
ble way and daring interference with 
them. ’ 

Almost at the time of the publication 
of the proclamation, Premier Asquith 
made the longest step toward the con- 
ciliation of the Ulsterites that the gov- 
ernment has taken by announcing his 
acceptance of the principles of a basis 
of agreement which Sir Edward Carson 
suggested tn his last speech. 

* These principles are: 

1. That the settlement must not be 
humiliating or degrading to Ulster. 

2. Ulster’s treatment must not be 
different or exceptional from _ that 
meted out to the other parts of the 
United Kingdom. . 

3. Ulster must retain full protection 
of the imperial parliament. 

4. The home rule bill must not be 
such as to lead to ultimate separation 
of Ulster from Great Britain. 

Olive Branch Extended. 

Thus the government extends to the 
signers of the Uister covenant the olive 
branch. 

The proclamation prohibiting the im- 
portation of arms and ammunition into 
Ireland, which King Edward signed at 
a meeting of the privy council Thurs- 
day, and which is published in The 
toyal Gazette tonight, was milder than 
rumors had anticipated it would be. 
Instead of reviewing the Irish crimes 
act, so odious to the old-tim@ home 
rulers against whom it was directed, 
which prohibited the carrying of arms 
and gave drastic power of search for 
arms, it invoked the customs consolida- 
tion act of 1876. 

The only reason given in the procla- 
mation for taking the step is the state- 
ment, “Whereas, it is expedient that the 
importation into Ireland of arms and 
ammunition and other goods herein- 
after mentioned snould be prohibited, 
therefore,” ana the proclamation pro- 
ceeds to specify all articles intended 
for or capable of being used for mili- 
tary purposes as being under the ban. 
It exempts, however, arms and explo- 
sives designed solely for sporting or 
mine uses. ; 

In After-Dinner Speech. 

Premier Asquith’s pronouncement was 
made, as many of his most important 
declarations on British politics have 
been, in an after-dinner speech. The 
oremier was the guest of honor of the 
teform club at Manchester. It was in 
this same city and.on a similar occarien 
that Sir Edward Carson's ovgrtures 
were made, so that it would appear that 
the negotiations for a settlement of the 
lrish controversy were taking the 
course of informal public debate. 

Dealing with Sir Edward Carson’s ba- 
sis of settlement categorically, Fre- 
mier Asquith said he was sure Sir Ed- 
ward must agree that the statement that 
there could be no settlement worthy the 
namethat would be humiliating or de- 
grading to those for whom Sir Edward 
spoke should apply to all sections of 
the Irish people. 

On the second point 
he supposed Sir Edward 
what formerly was called “home rule 
all around.” Ireland’s case, he added, 
was a case of urgency and must come 
first. It should not be delayed until the 
government has gone through the 
complicated process of adopting the 
principle of home rule to all the differ- 
ent parts of the United Kingdom. 

No Ultimate Separation. 

The premier said he agreed there 
must be no ultimate separation of Ire- 
landfrom Great Britain. The real and 
effective authority, supreme and un- 
questionable, he said, must be retained 
by the imperial parliament. 

In concluding his speech, 
Asquith said: 

“T am hopeful that discussion, freely 
and frankly carried out on the lines I 
indicated at Ladybank, and on the lines 
Sir Edward Carson indicated, may lead 
to a cessation of the long embittered 
controversy andaée settlement which 
will command the consent and good 
will of all parties concerned. ‘I agree 
with Sir Edward Carson that we have 

consider carefully and sympathet- 
the case of the Irish minority;

Asquith’s speech comes at an 
hour when the newspapers of both par- 
ties considered that attempts at a set- 
tlement had reached the stage of dead- 
lock. If the compromise is cemented 
the agitation over the army, which has 
grown bitter, will be one of the strong- 
est reasons for it. Sir Edward Carson 
and several prominent unionists, nota- 
bly Lord Lansdowne and Andrew 
Bonar Law, in speeches suggested that 
the officers should resign and the sol- 
diers refuse to fire if ordered to fight 
fellow protestants.

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Five Gray-Haired Women 


Found Guilty of Riding 
Mrs. Richardson on Rail 


Waukegan, Ill, .December 5.——Five 
gray-haired women of the village of 
Volo, who rod«’ Mrs. John Richardson 
on a rail om night last July because 
her name was linked by gossip with 
that of her brother-in-law, were found 
guilty here-tonight by a jury. Kach 
may be fined $200 and sentenced to 
six months in jall. 

The women are Mrs. Emma Stad- 
field, Mrs. Levina Raymoni Raymond, 
Mrs. Alma Watland, Mrs. Mary Sabel 
and Mrs. John Stadfield. Mrs. Kate 
Waener was freed because she left be- 
fore the victim was given her ride. 

Mrs. Sabel's 65 years make her the 
oldest of the convicted five, and the 
others are well beyond 40. As they 
sat huddled in the courtroom tonight 
when the verdict was read, they bore 
no resemblance to the angry women 
who drew Mrs. Richardson from her 
home by a subterfuge, placed her 
astride a scantling and bore her, 
screaming and fighting, to the edge of 
town with a warning never to re- 
turn. 

The jury deliberated an hour, large- 
ly on the question of freeing Mrs. 
Wagner. 

Mrs. Richardson is not 
against her former friends. She was 
satisfied with a conviction and was 
agreeable to letting the women off. with 
a fine. She has a civil suit for $100.,- 
000 pending against them. 

Edward Krepel also was _ indicted 
with the women. It was charged that, 
dreseed in woman’s garb, he assisted 
in riding Mrs. Richardson on a rail.

SUURES IN PERIL 
AS SWOLLEN RIVER 
RACES THRO’ TEXAS 


Many Hundreds Marooned 
in Inundated Region Are 
Suffering From Prolonged 
Hunger and Cold. 


OVER HALF HUNDRED 
ARE ON DEATH LIST 


Vice President Henry Mar- 
tin, of I. & G. N. Railroad, 
Is Drowned While Lead- 


ing Party of Rescuers. 


Bryah, Texas, December 5.—A death 
list of more than 50, with scores of 
flood refugees spending tonight in im- 
mient peril, and possibly a thousand 
others marooned and suffering from 
prolonged hunger and cold, was in- 
dicated by tonight’s reports from the 
flooded Brazos river bottom in this 
section of south central Texas.’ For 
over 50 miles the Brazos was three to 
five miles wide and running with mill 
race speed. 

The known dead in Texas floods 
numbered 33 before reports from the 
inundated territory in this district be- 
can coming in late today brought by 
men on horseback, which was about 
the only reliable means of communica- 
tion. These couriers’ reports indicat- 
ed at least twenty more lives lost. 
About two-thirds of the drowned were 
negroes. 

Property Loss $4,000,000. 

The riders’ reports indicated that 
the property loss would total $4,000,000 
or $5,000,000 when losses along the 
Brazos are added to the already heavy 
damage in other portions of the state.- 

Henry Martin, vice president and 
general manager of the International 
and Great Northern railroad, was 
drowned at Valley Junction, near here, 
late today while attempting to resque 
marooned flood victims. Mr. Martin 
went to Valley Junction, where the 
confluence of the Little and Big Bra- 
zos rivers made a swirling lake, six 
miles across, to personally direct the 
road’s relief forces and was, attempt- 
ing to navigate a boat alone when the 
frail craft was upset. His body has 
not been recovered. 

Six members of the Galveston life- 
saving crew and a-train load of mo- 
torboats from Houston, which were 
to have eome to Bryan, were stopped 
by high water at Navasota. The boats 
were launched at that point shortly 
before dark and tonight started up 
stream over the flooded bottoms to 
rescue persons reported clinging to 
trees, on housetops, or occasion- 
ally standing in shallow water, cut off 
from.shore. Bryan has had 20 boats 
out all day which have brought sev- 
era] hundred persons, the majority 
terrified and half-clad negroes, to the 
nearest available bit of high ground. 

Relief Train Sent Out. 

A train load of provisions with dry 
blankets was sent from here tonight 
to Kesarek, a town on the edge of 
the bottoms, where 100 of th@se re- 
fugees were unloaded. Throughout 
the bottoms, even Where the water did 
not endanger life, it ruined most of 
the provisions in grocery stores, leav- 
ing the food supply very short. 

The greatest anxiety tonight was 
felt for scores of negroes whom the 
boatmen reported clinging to trees 
in precarious positions. These ne- 
groes already had spent 24 hours, wet, 
chilled and hungry in the trees. 

Last night eight miles from Bryan, 
Lee Cortmelia, an Italian, was heard 
calling for help from his half submerg- 
ed cabin. This morning the cabin had 
disappeared, and he with his wife and 
several children had drowned. 

Prominent planters in the bottoms 
have refused offers of rescue, send- 
ing out their wives and children to 
Bryan, but themselves remaining be- 
hind in the water, tearing down por- 
tions of their buildings to improvise 
platforms for their stock. Anxiety is 
felt for the safety of several plant- 
ers. Seth Mooring was last seen this 
afternoon on top of his house near 
the river. He refused to leave. The 
wife and daughters of A. F. Wilson, 
who went out to his plantation be- 
tween Bryan and Heirne, tried all day 
to communicate with him, but with- 
out success. M. W. Sims was another 
Bryan planter out in the flood 
night.

Mudville Is Flooded. 

Mudville, a hamlet near Valley Junc- 
tion, Was reported flooded to a depth 
of from five to twenty-five feet. No 
fatalities were reported there, 

San Antonio today reported its first 
flood death. John Gonsho, a farmer, 
tried to wade the Leon river and was 
drowned. At Highbank it was learned 
that negroes lost their HNves, in- 
stead of two as reported when thé 
rise struck there Wednesday night. 

At Hearne, seven boats only were 
available all day to cover the miles 
of flooded Brazés. These boats rescued 
numerous white persons and many ne- 
Tonight it was reported one or 
two of those rescue boats had been 
swamped, but the fate of their occu- 
pants was not known. 

Reports from the Colorado _ river 
meager. Elsewhere throughout 
immediate danger seemed past, 
though Waco faced a serious clean- 
ing up problem, 

Thousands of convicts on the state 
farm south of Houston tonight were 
being moved to high jand. Heavy 
losses of cut sugar cane on these 
farms was expected from the overflow, 
which probably will be in its height 
in that section about Sunday. One 
drowning was reported tonight at Bas- 
trop, a south Texas town.

Mrs. Grace Macey-Keefer, author, 
cryptologist and wife of David H. 
Keefer, whose matrimonial troubles 
have made court and newspaper his- 
tory, is now a dishwasher in the scul- 
lery of an Atianta restaurant, 

With a sterilized towel, a bar of soap 
and a dauntless spirit, she has gone 
forth among the crockery. of cafe 
kitchens of the city to gain an inti- 
mate insight into sanitary conditions 
in Atlant#’s e#tinge pizces. ‘Next’ week 
she internds to go, incognito, into every 
restaurant at which she can ‘vet a job, 
wash dishes at 2.25 a week and 
investigate conditions at the same 
time. 

Afterward she plans to invade the 
hospital kitchens. That is, if the hos- 
pitals arid restaurants don’t “get wise’’ 
to her “plan” in the meantime and Dar 
her. So far she has been successful. 
She is now ably holding down the job 
of scullery maid in a Broad street cafe- 
teria. 

She Is Doing Work. 

And, she actually does it, too. She 
doesn’t merely stand around and gsu-| 
perintend a squad of negro maids and 
dish dryers. She pitches right in with 
her soap and towel and dries every 
dish, knife, fork and culinary imple- 
ment of the establishment. 

Mrs. Keefer is living in her apart- 
ments on Piedmont avenue, having re- 
cently disposed of her handsome home 
at 80 East Fourteenth street. Some

time ago she was informed that insan- | 
itary conditions were prevalent in a 
number of the eating houses and cafes 
of the city. Having just cdémpleted a 
work on cryptology, her favorite study, 
and with nothing else on her hands, 
she determined to investigate.

NEAR BEER ZONES 
UP TO EAGH GITY 


Comptroller General Says 
He Understands the Law 
Gives Authorities Right to 
Control All Licenses. 


According to the opinion of Comp- 
troller General William. A.. Wright, 
cities not only have the right to restrict 
the district in which near beer can be 
sold. but also to limit the number of 
saloons. ; 

The question was put up to the comp- 
troller yesterday by Mayor Hopkins, of 
Brunswick, where, as well as in Macon, 
the city council had passed an ordi- 
nance limiting the number of saloons 
that might be opened in the town. 

In reply to an inquiry from a Consti- 
tution representative last night, the 
comptroller said: 

“Of course I have no right to deter- 
mine the law upon the subject. That 
is a matter for tne courts. However, I 
wired the mayor of Brunswick that so 
far as ] could gather from the decisions 
made by the higher courts of Georgia, 
cities had the right to limit the num- 
ber of saioons. There has not been a 
decision directhy on the point in ques- 
tion, but the whole body of recent de- 
cisions tends to that conclusion.” 

A report reached Atlanta from 
Brunswick that General Wright had 
rendered a directly contrary opinion to 
the effect that such city ordinances 
were in contravention of the state law, 
and therefore void. , 

Storm From Brunswick. 

Brunswick, Ga., December 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Evidently comptrollers _tele- 
gram was misconstrued here. Mayor 
Hopkins wired him if the city could 
limit the number of saloons, and his 
answer read: “City of Brunswick may 
by order prescribe the limits in which 
near beer can be sold, but cannot pro- 
scribe the sale, the stateg having 
licensed dealers.” 

The mayor tonight said his telegram 
did not mention the sale; therefore, 
he construed the reply of the comp- 
troller, stating that the ¢ity could not 
prohibit the sale, as meaning that the 
city of Brunswick could not refuse or 
prohibit the sale of a city license to 
any applicant who held a state license.

FLEEING FEDERALS 
TOWARDS BORDER 


Villa Turns From Occupy- 
ing Chihuahua to Capture 
Mexican Troops’ Before 
They Can Cross to U. 5S. 


REPORTED FUGITIVES 
ARE IN GREAT DISTRESS 


Crowds of Americans in Au- 
tomobiles.Wait on River 
Bank at Presidio to Wit- 
ness End of Race. d 


Juarez, Mex., December 5.—Instead 
of occupying Cihuahua, the state capi- 
tal, General Francisco Villa, with his 
7,000 rebels, who were encamped along 
the railroad north of the city, today 
returned hurriedly to Villa Ahumada, 
the telegraph station, to dispatch more 
men in pursuit of the federals retreat- 
ing toward Ojinaga, on the border. 

A garrison of 500 rebels occupy the 
fort at Ojinaga, and General'Villa said 
hig soldiers would not permit the fed- 
erals to reach the border or cross over 
into the United States without a fight. 
His purpose is not onlv to capture the 
federal troops, but also to seize the 
arms and equipment. 

Federals in Majority. 

The federals, however, will be in 
the majority unless they are overtaken 
by the rebel pursuers: With the 2,000 
or more fugitive federals are General 
Salvador Mercado, the deposed military 
governor and commander, numerous 
other generals and officers and mem- 
bers of -wealthy Chihuahwa families, 
who left the city precipitately on foot 
in fear of a rebel attack. 

yeneral Villa expressed his inten- 
tion to: confiscate the money which the 
fugitives were reported to have with- 
drawn from the banks before the evac- 
uation. He said he would protect the 
non-combatants, except such as were 
considered political offenders. Mem- 
bers of the Terranzas family were 
placed by him in the latter class. 

Crowds of persons with automobiles 
camped at Presidio, Texas, opposite 
Ojinaga, in anticipation that the refu- 
gees, including the federals, would 
cross the river. Should the federals, 
disheartened by their long siege in Chi- 


rupt condition of his army, decide to 
cross they would have to give up their 
arms on the American side. 

| Fugitives Cross Desert. 

The report reached Ofinaga that the 
fugitives had. been in great distress 
since their route was across a water- 
less plateau, swept by cold winds at 
night and sandstorms’ by ‘day. 

Rebels reported that part of the 
fugitives had turned to the west, and 
were approaching Palomas, on the 
border opposite Columbus, N. M. With 
them were said to be General Jose Sal- 
azar, and Pascual Oroczo, both of whom 
are under‘ indictment in the United 
States for violations of the neutrality 
laws. 

Another reason why Villa returned 
northward to Villa Ahumada was to 
communicate with General Carranza, 
head of the constitutionalist party, who 
is in Sonora. 

Pleased at his victories in the north 
and confident that his projected march 
toward Mexico City will be marked by 
desertions from the federal ranks or 
evactuations by the federals, General 
Villa himself showed no haste to enter 
Chihuahua, the largest city now held 
by the rebels. Some ofthis troops, com- 
manded by General Chao, went into 
the city several days ago for police 
duty.

ducer to yourself? 
elements in the high cost of living, and a 
New York city organization with a large 
name but a definite purpose has been ana- 
lyzing it. The New York Association for 


Improving the Condition of the Poor has 
been trying to discover what distribution 
costs in the metropolis. As a result of long 
investigation and comparison they announce 
that 61 cents represents the value of food 
upon its arrival at the New York terminals. 
The other 39 cents is absorbed by the ex- 
pense of getting the food from the terminals 
to your table, filtering through many chan- 
nels in the process. 

The conclusion thus reached is hardly 
accurate, for the reason that much of the 
61 cents of the dollar is required to get the 
food from the farm to the city, and it is 
certain that as much waste occurs at this 
angle as any other, speaking proportionately. 

The remedy outlined by the association 
is a reorganization of the food distribution 
system, along the line of scientific efficiency 
and economy. 

There is no question that the country is 
suffering from an inadequacy of distributing 
machinery, and here and there from prac- 
tices approaching extortion where they do 
not touch methods that are out of date. Our 
plan for linking up producer and consumer 
is the outgrowth of accident rather than in- 
telligent design. It has evolved over many 
decades, broadening of course involuntarily 
in response to the pressure of growth, buf 
in no respects taking on the precision and 
regularity demanded in so vital an economic 
function. 

The belief that producer can deal direct 
with consumer is, of course, a fallacy. It 
takes almost as much brains to run the con- 
necting machinery as it does the machinery 
at either end. And here comes in the busi- 
ness of the middleman. It is obvious that 
the middleman has been securing, however, 
much more ‘proportionate profit for his 
services than they are intrinsically worth. 
He has been able to command it, bv reason 
of his strategic position. 

When a bushel of wheat, for instance. 
leaves the hands of the farmer it goes 
through many and devious channels before 
it is sold as flour to the consumer. The 
same follows with meat, with cloths, with 
food and with manufactured goods of every 
description. But where the price paid pro- 
ducer is out of all reasonable ratio to the 
price asked the consumer there is serious 
error somewhere. If any investigation is to 
be permanently effectual, it must locate the 
defect and remove it, not by rabid or con- 
fiscatory measures, but upon the principles 
of mutual justice. 

It is just as well, in the meantime, that 
people in America, the world over, for that 
matter, face the fact that the high cost of 
living is not traceable to any one influence. 
We cannot, as in disease, isolate one definite 
germ and treat it. The combination is a 
mixed one, and must be regarded as such. 
Consumers are vet to huve presented to 
them in intelligible terms the factors that 
enter into this most serious problem. The 
reports heretofore made have either been 
scanty or couched in forbiddingly technical 
phrases. Once the public has a fair grasp 
of the subject in its many details, we may 
expect the universal and temperate co-oper- 
ation imperative to permanent relief.

RATHER IDIOTIC. 

In the United States senate this week 
they have been debating whether or not the 
city of San Francisco shall be given the 
right to use a portion of the Hetch Hetchy 
valley for the purpose of a municipal water 
supply. With the merits of the case we are 
not dealing. WHat gives us that dismal 
feeling is the outcropping of the old con- 
gressional tendency to frivol and fool and 
lose perspective with grave issues at stake. 

For example, in the heat of the debate 
one of the senators began to denounce the 
lobbying that had been done in behalf of the 
bill. He then waxed wroth because, at that 
moment, Gifford Pinchot was in the corri- 
dors industriously urging the claims of the 
measure on whatever senators would lend 
him a tolerant ear. Words were bandied 
and the evils of lobbying generally came in 
for heated scoring and exploitation. 

All of which is calculated to make the 
sound-thinking American extremely weary 
and to awake in him a realization of just 
how inadequate our lawmakers can be when 
they set out for records. The craze for 
muckraking and sensationalism has been so 
universal that congress itself still shows 
signs of the hysteria. One of the most effect- 
ive devices of the old days for the rousing 
of prejudice was to bay “lobbyist!” indis- 
criminately. Immediately you got a crowd 
around you and broke into the first pages of 
the newspapers. ~ 

Certainly Pinchot was lobbying. He 
would have had a poorer conception of his 
citizenship than heretofore credited to him 
had he not been. Pinchot, who is an author- 
ity, believes San Francisco should have that 
for which she is asking. He has the enthu- 
siasm of his convictions, as well as the cour- 
age of them. He is pushing them energet- 
ically. If the really big men in America, the 
men who count, would make their views as 
plainly manifest for or against measures as 
Pinchot does, we should get more action, 
less dalliance and fewer delays frém con- 
Pinchot cannot conceivably have a 
money interest in the project. He is several 
times a millionaire in his own right. He 
gave to the nation for a paltry salary serv- 
ices that many corporations would have 
been glad to buy at several times the figure, 

The trouble is that the senate and the 
house, too, is too fond of dragging red her- 
rings across trails, of “seeing things at 
night,” of pandering to sensationalism. The 
less there is of this sort of business the 
better for expedition in legislation upon 
which the prosperity of the country depends.

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JUDGE HART’S GOOD WORK. 


Throughout a long career spent in the 
public service Judge John Hart has done no 
more lasting or effectual work for Georgia 
than his missionary campaign in behalf of 
the new tax act. Since the passage of the 
act and the appointment of Judge Hart as 
tax commissioner he has been spending 
much time touring the Georgia counties and 
familarizing people and officials at first hand 
with the details and operation of the law. 

(n a recent interview with The Constitu- 
tion ‘.udge Hart testified that he was, in the 
first place, gratified to find so little real 
opposition to the law. What little he did en- 
counter yielded speedily to his explanation 
of the workings of the act and its real and 
universal benefits once they are practically 
applied. He has consistently maintained 
that there was no danger of an increasing of 
the tax rate, but that, on the other hand, 
as hidden property found its way to the di- 
gest in large volume, the general rate would 
automatically diminish, 

The chief value of Judge Hart's recent 
activities has been to pave the way for the 
real ard uniform enforcement of the law. 
People do zot object to new methods, even 
new taxing methods, when they understand 
the real advantage and are able to shake off 
unfounded prejudices. If expectations are 
materialized the state’s budget for next vear 
should be largely increased by greater tax 
returns, many pressing fiscal problems will 
be lightened and the process will work a 
hardship and injustice on no single element 
of our citizenry.

During 1911, 
4,894 bulls and 5,618 horses met their death 
in the bull ring. Ten toreadors were killed 
and 166 injured. Seven million spectators 
have spent on this “sport” 21,000,000 pesetas 
in that poor country.

British Postmaster’s Journey.

Herbert Samuel, the postmaster general, 
who has returned to England after a two 
months’ visit to Canada and the United 
States, related his impressions to a corre- 
spondent of The Times at Fishguard on Mon- 
He had undertaken the journey in or- 
der to confer with the postmaster general 
of Capada and the United States on a num- 
ber of outstanding points connected with 
his department and to examine the telephone 
systems of both countries. At Washington 
he discussed with the United States officials 
the government administration of telegraphs 
and telephones, at New York he met the 
managers of the great cable companies, and 
in Canada, where he spent six weeks, his 
attention was called to the public feeling 
in favor of the speedy construction of a 
state-owned Atlantic cable as a work of the 
first imperial importance. Incidentally Mr. 
Samuel noted the result of the policy adopt- 
ed some years ago, both in Canada and the 
United States, of paying the same wages to 
women as to men—viz., that no more women 
have been taken into the service. “The 
postoffice in Canada is almost closed as an 
avenue for the employment of women, and 
in the United States it is open to them only 
to a very moderate extent.”

WAS ISABELLA A PHILANTHROPIST? 


In all the years that we have been study- 
ing history, we have been led to look upon 
Queen Isabella of Spain as a/ great philan- 
thropist and a subject of especial reverence 
so far as we Americans are concerned for 
having furnished the money that permitted 
Columbus to discover this country. The gen- 
erous Queen Bella of Spain has been praised 
in song and story, and she has been pic- 
tured as most generous even to the pledging 
of her jewels—so dear to the feminine heart 
—after she was convinced that Columbus was 
no dreamer. 

Now we are told that Isabela did not 
do such a wonderful thing after all by 
modern historians—or rather statisticians— 
who have come to calculate what a little 
part she played in the great historical event 
of the discovery of America. They have fig- 
ured out that the whole voyage of Colum- 
bus did not entail an expense of more than 
$7,000 in our present curreney. And even 
had Isabella been called upon for the full 
amount of her guarantee, it would hardly 
have impoverished her to any extent. But 
she did not even bear the greater part of 
this expense. The two brothers, Martin and 
Vinsente Pinzon, who respectively manned 
the Pinto and Nina, while Columbus himself 
managed the Santa Maria, not only supplied 
two of the vessels of the little fleet, but 
also contributed a considerable portion of 
the funds necessary for the equipment and 
the maintenace of the expedition. 

The accunt books of the Pinzons, lately 
discovered, show what the brothers contrib- 
uted to the discovery of America or at least 
what were certain of the more important 
items of expense incidental to the expedi- 
tion. 

Columbus, in his capacity of commander, 
received the magnificent sum of i.)00 pe. 
setos, or about $300 a year, while his two 
captains received only a little more than 
half of that sum per year. The cost of the 
food has been fixed at six pesetos a month 
for each man, which is about $1.50 a month, 
or between 4 and 5 cents a day. 

The cannon on afl three ships cost about 
14,000 pesetos, or not very much more than 
it would cost to fire a single charge of 
one of the big guns on the latest dread- 
nought. From August, 1492, until March, 
1498, the termination of the first expedition, 


Columbus is. said to have given to his offi- 
cers and his sailors, according to these old 
account books, 22,000 pesetos as their pay. 

After all the years that Columbus plead- 
ed at court, all the disappointments and di- 
verted hopes and sacrifices he Was com- 
pelled to make, the smallness of the sum 
he finally secured cannot byt strike the 
reader with amazement. Many a nobleman 
that Columbus must have rubbed shoulders 
with in his years at court could no doubt have 
furnished the whole sum out of His pocket 
and never missed it, yet he was doomed to 
wait for years before he could get the crown 
to loosen up, and Isabella to finally offer 
to pledge her jewels. 

And still more amazing was it that a 
considerable part of this sum was not pro- 
vided by the crown. Of the 1,167,542 mar- 
avedis required, Columbus personally was 
obliged to find 167,000 himself. Think of it, 
the great discoverer was only able to col- 
lect $7,000 for an enterprise which has grown 
to so great a value that today it is reck- 
oned at $130,000,000,000, 

In spite of the small amount that Isa- 
bella’s proffer of help amounted to, it is 
interesting to read how heroicaily Wash- 
ington Irving describes her part in the 
transaction. 

“The generous spirit of Isabella was en- 
kindled. It seemed as if for the first time 
the subject broke upon her mind tin its 
real grandeur, and she declared her resolu- 
tion to undertake the enterprise. There was 
still a moment's hesitation. The king look- 
ed cold on the affair and the royal finances 
were absolutely drained by the war. How 
could she draw on an exhausted treasury 
for a measure to which the king was ad- 
verse? 

With an enthusiasm worthy 
of the cause, Isabella exclaimed: ‘I under- 
take the enterprise for my own crown of 
Castile, and will pledge my jewels to raise } 
the necessary funds.’ This was the proud- 
est moment in the life of Isabella; it stamped 
her renown forever as the patroness of the | 
discoverer of the new world.” And yet it 
required but a very small outlay on her 
part for all the notoriety it has brought to 
her; and it is a considerable stretch of the 
imagination to figure that she was a very 
great benefactor in the enterprise which led 
to our discovery.

American ginseng, the market for which

years of its collection to more than $6 a 
pound for the best qualities during the last 
eight years. The cuitivation of the plant 
is comparatively recent; it began in an ex- 
perimental way about fifteen years ago, and 
has now attained such proportfons that the 
output of the cultivated roots almost equals 
that of the wild. The total exports exceed 
a value of a million dollars a year.

standing committee on equal suffrage 
closed here late today. The last hours 
of the hearing were occupied by cham- 
pions of the suffrage movement. Di- 
rected by Catherine Waugh McCulloch, 
of Chicago, they answered those op- 
posed equal suffrage, who had ar- 
gued against any federal recognition 
of the suffrage question. 

No action on the resolution which 
would provide'for a house equal suf- 
frage committee was taken, but the 
subject will be thoroughly considered 
and a report made within a short time. 
It was reported tonight that many 
members of the rules committee were 
seriously considering the extension of 
authority to the present-standing com- 
mittee on election of president and vice 
president to consider women’s enfran- 
chisement.

OF SCHOOL BOND ISSUE 


Special Tax Provision for Sup- 
port of System Will Be Con- 
sidered in January. 


At’a special meeting of the board of 
education Friday afternoon, called for 
the purpese of hearing the report of 
the special committee on plans for 
improvement of,Atlanta’s public schools, 
it was decided that consideration by 
the board of the question of a $1,000,00v 
bond issue for the purpose of buying 
lands and erecting new public school 
buildings would be postponed until the 
January meeting of the board. The 
discussion of the urging of a special 
tax provision for the suppert of the 
schools was also postponed. The re- 
mainder of the report of the committee 
was adopted, with some amendments. 

The committee reporting onthe 
Physical condition in the negro schoois 
recommended that the $5,475.60 overage 
on the Yonge Street school appropria- 
tion be expended in erecting a new 
negro school on a lot In South Atlanta, 
donated by Clark university. The re- 
port urged that new school buildings 
with an up-to-date equipment of maps, 
globes, ete., be built as soon as possi- 
ble, and that the os eae of the Boys’ 
High schowls and Girls’ High schools be 
gotten on the same lots, instead of be- 
ing seattered about the city, as at 
present. The addition of a course in 
domestic science was recommended for 
the Girls’ High school. The number 
of pupils to be taught by each teacher 
a the gra@ded schvols was limited to 
thirty. 

The committee commended the action 
of the city council in passing the re- 
cent ordinance raising the salaries of 
the teachers, which fixes the minimuin 
salary at $65 per month, and the 
maximum at $96, but urged the raising 
of salaries to a minimum of $75 and a 
maximum of $100, as soon as the in- 
come of the city permits the increase. 

At the «pening of the meeting 
Colonel William L. Peel, on behalf.of 
the Atlanta Music Festival association, 
offered to give the pupils of the public 
schools free tickets to four matinees 
of the Ellery band, which will be at 
the Auditorium December 12 to 18. The 
fur matinees for school children will 
begin Monday. December 15, and tick- 
ets will be distributed by the princi- 


pals of the various schools. The 
Thursday matinee will be for colored 
children.

Mayfield, Ky., December 5.—A mis- 
trial was declared today in the case of 
Miss May Copeland and her fiance 
Lucien Turk, charged with the murder 
last July of Hugh Atchison, brother- 
in-law of Miss Copeland and a wealthy 
farmer of Bardswell, Ky. 

It was reported the jury voted nine 
to three for acquittal, the minority 
holding out for a verdict of murder 
with life imprisonment for both de- 
fendants. 

The jury took the case Wednesday 
after the trial had continued for sev- 
eral days, but its deliberations were 
interrupted by the illness of one of the 
jurors. 

Miss Copeland swore that she killed 
Atchison because he had wronged her 
a week before the tragedy. The the- 
ory of the prosecution was that Turk, 
who drove with Miss Copeland to the 
Atchison home on the night of the 
Killing, fired from the front yard after 
Miss Copeland had induced Atchison to 
come to the door.

Later, it is contended, the’ slayer re- 
turned to the flat, raised the curtain 
and turned on the electric lights. 

Dr. Knabe'’s kimono, which the state 
attempted to get before the jury yes- 
terday, and which was found in posses- 
sion of an Indianapolis undertaker, was 
identified by Miss McPherson. She said 
the last time she had seen the garment 
it was ‘a pretty navy mlue, with poppy
